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Loyalty Stressed At 
Army Budget Hearing 


STRIKING expression of loyalty to 

the Commander-in-Chief featured 
the War Department hearings before 
the Bureau of the Budget which began 
October 24 and are scheduled to end to- 
day. Major General C. P. Summerall, 
U. S. A., Chief of Staff, in outlining the 
Army’s program and plans for the fiscal 
year 1929, pledged the Service’s whole- 
hearted cooperation in carrying out the 
Chief Executive’s policy of securing full 
value for every dollar expended. 

At the opening hearing, Brigadier 
General H. M. Lord, Director of Budget, 
sketched the President’s views on Fed- 
eral expenditures and explained that a 
limiting figure for the operation of all 
departments had been set and that he 
was faced with the task of dividing this 
for the benefit of the Government as a 
whole. 

Compliments War Department. 

The “fixed” charges, he pointed out, 
such as sums providing for veterans, in- 
terest on public debt, etc., could not be 
altered and this caused the necessity of 
curtailing other items which could be 
controlled by administrative action. In 
closing, General Lord complimented the 
War Department on the estimates pre- 
sented, stating that they were the most 
“comprehensive” and carefully prepared 
he had ever seen. 

General Summerall then made _ his 
statement on behalf of the Army. The 
General declared that the Service real- 
ized the difficult task undertaken by the 
Bureau of the Budget and was in full 
sympathy with the aims of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief and the Budget to se- 
cure full value for every dollar expended. 
The Army realized, General Summerall 
is quoted as having said, that limiting 
figures had been set with a view toward 
the best administration of Federal ex- 
penditures as a whole and for that rea- 
son every effort had been made to reduce 
requirements to the limiting figure. 

Within Limitation Figure. 

The War Department “primary” fig- 
ures were within the limiting figure. 
In addition, the General added, he was 
presenting for the consideration of the 
Commander-in-Chief, supplemental fig- 
ures for other needs with explanations 
of the results which would ensue if 
these sums were not granted. General 
Summerall emphasized that the Army 
was not “asking” for these additional 
items which were greatly required for 
the improvement of the Service, but had 
submitted them in accordance with the 
President’s authority to the Bureau of 
the Budget so that the Executive could 
decide whether they should be granted 
or not. The Army would keep its ex- 
penditures within whatever the Com- 
mander-in-Chief determined. He then 
made a detailed statement of the princi- 
pal needs. 

Hearings All Week. 

During General Summerall’s presenta- 
tion of the Army’s figures and plans to 
the Budget, the Deputy Chief of Staff 
and Chiefs of Branches were present. 
Following the general hearing, Mr. 
Schofield explained the Secretary’s of- 
fice estimates; Maj. Gen. Andrew Hero, 
jr., appeared for the Coast Artillery and 
Col. S. H. Ford, G-2, for the Military 
Intelligence Division. On October 25, 
Maj. Gen. B. F. Cheatham, The Quar- 
termaster General and Brig. Gen. F. H. 
Pope appeared in connection with trans- 
port, subsistence and supplies. 

M. W. Ireland, The Sur- 
geon General, K. W. Walker, the Chief 
of Finance; C. McK. Saltzman, Chief

Draft Modification 
Of Equalization Act 


(THE tentative draft of a proposed bill 

modifying section 4 of the Equaliza- 
tion Act relating to precedence of Staff 
Officers has been drawn up in the Navy 
Department and is now undergoing offi- 
cial scrutiny. The following is the sug- 
gested draft: 

1. Section Four of the Equalization Act 
provides that staff officers in the Navy 
commissioned prior to March 4, 1913, shall 
take precedence with all other line and 
staff officers according to the dates of 
commission of their running mates, with 
certain modifications in cases where their 
running mates are for a time not of the 
same rank. 

2. This system of determining prece- 
dence is at variance with the national and 
international custom of determining pre- 
cedence among officers of military and 
naval services by the dates of their own 
respective commissions. While this Act 
prescribes that such _ precedence rules 
govern “with all other line and staff offi- 
cers of the Marine Corps, the Army, and 
the military and naval services of other 
nations, must, in the absence of specific 
legislation, continue to be governed by the 
long-established rule of precedence, by 
date of commission. This conflict of rules 
has already occasioned difiiculty in the 
Joint Service of officers of the Navy and 
of the .Marine Corps, and may well give 
rise to serious difficulties in joint service 


with officers of the Army ov with officers 
of other nations. 
3. It appears advisable that the prece- 


dence of staff officers shouid therefore be 
determined by their own dates of commis- 
sion and that appropriate modification of 
Section 4 of the Act of June 10, 1926, 
should be recommended to the Congress. 
4. After considerable study of this mat- 
ter, in which it has been assisted by the 
Office of the Judge Advocate General, this 
Bureau has prepared the enclosed draft, 
which it is believed covers the necessary 
measures to establish equitably the prece- 
dence of staff officers by date of commis- 
sion. It is believed, however, that it would 
be undesirable to present so involved and 
so detailed a bill to Congress. It is there- 
fore recommended that the Department re-

Army Legislation Is 
Sent to Committee 


OUNDING the Army’s legislative pro- 

gram into final shape for the open- 
ing of the first session of the 70th Con- 
gress the War Department has for- 
warded letters of submittal to the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committees on the follow- 
ing subjects: 

(1.) Resubmittal of S-4961, 69th Con- 
gress, regarding the appointment of ci- 
vilian caretakers for National Guard 
establishments. 

(2.) Resubmittal of S-4692, 69th Con- 
gress, authorizing the exchange of de- 
teriorated ammunition which was ob- 
jected to by Representative Reese last 
year, but which is expected to pass this 
time. 

(3.) Resubmittal of S-4694, which is to 
amend Section 46-D of the National De- 
fense Act so as to simplify the payment 
of travel allowance to and from training 
camps, providing 1 cent per mile for sub- 
sistence. 

(4.) Resubmittal of S-4917, H. R. 
14695, which authorizes the Secretary of 
War to place “educational orders” with 
various manufacturers for military 
equipment. This is regarded as one of 
the most important bills on the program, 
as it vitally affects the Army’s procure- 
ment program. 

Bill On Travel Allowance. 

(5.) Draft of a new bill, urged by the 
Militia Bureau, to amend Section 12, Act 
of June 10, 1922 (Pay Act) so as to 
authorize travel allowance of 3 cents per 
mile for travel by private conveyance. 
This to be in lieu of gas and oil now pro- 
vided and to facilitate travel by officers 
on duty as National Guard instructors. 

(6.) Draft of a new bill for the pur- 
chase of a small strip of land along the

- Army i in Urgent Need 


1 of Munitions Supply 





ROCUREMENT plans of the War De- 

partment for the acquisition of muni- 
tions must be put into effect by next 
year or the Army’s ammunition reserve 
will be in a very bad way, it was learned 
at the War Department yesterday. 

The recent speech of Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, Hanford MacNider, be- 
fore the National Association of Manu- 
facturers’ convention at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., has served to focus the attention 
of both the press and the public upon 
the munition supply situation in the 
Army. 

No Munitions for Gap. 

Addressing the convention, Secretary 
MacNider stated: 

“We have no munitions to bridge the gap 
between the last hours of our rapidly dimin- 
shing and fast antiquating supply and the 
day when industry can get under way in its 
quantity production. Three months after 
our Regular Army and National Guard, 
recruited to strength, go into action, not 
a rifle, not a machine gun on the ground 
or in plane, not ‘75’ will be able to speak 
with authority. The best possible planning 
leaves a gap of from six to nine months 
before manufacture of that kind of author- 
ity will show results, and during that time 
a helpless Army.” 

Under the National Defense Act the 
Assistant Secretary of War is held 
strictly responsible for the procurement 
of munitions but during the 10 years 
since the World War no appropriations 
for this purpose have been made until 
the fiscal year 1928 when approximately 
$2,300,000 was authorized for this pur-

pose by the Congress. This amount 


was for small arms ammunition and 


aerial bombs. 


Has Worked Out Plan. 

The Department has worked out a pro- 
curement program, which if adopted will 
secure to the Army a satisfactory build- 
ing up of a reserve supply of munitions 
of all types, including weapons of mod- 
ern design, without undue expenditure 
of funds. But this program must be au- 
thorized by the Military Committees of 
the Congress and enacted into law be- 
fore it can be put into effect. 

Ammunition now available, especially 
in small arms and machine-gun calibers, 
will reach the age of obsolescence dur- 
ing 1928, when most of it will become 
10 years old. This does not mean that 
every round of small-arm ammunition 
will automatically become useless, but 
it does mean, according to Department 
officials, that it will be unsafe and a 
great deal of expensive sorting will be 
necessary. 

“Educational Orders.” 

Under the proposed plan of the War 
Department, which, it is estimated, will 
cost but approximately $3,000,000 an- 
nually, the Assistant Secretary of War 
will be authorized to place “educational 
orders” for munitions of various types, 
especially small-arms calibres, with va- 
rious industrial concerns. These edu- 
cational orders will not only enable the 
manufacturers of the country to know 
just what the Government will need in 
time of emergency and justify them in

Action on Magruder 
Causes Speculation 


DURING the temporary lull in the 

Magruder storm, following the re- 
fusal of the President to grant his re- 
quest to “over-ride” the departmental 
action relieving him of his command and 
ordering him to report to Washington 
on or about Nov. 5, speculators are 
having their innings as to what the 
next development will be. 

In view of the official silence as to 
“Magruder’s fate,” there is no informa- 
tion on which to predicate a forecast. 
In departmental comment _ several 
courses of procedure are cited as possi- 
bilities: 

Possibilities Cited. 

Waiting orders, which carries with it 
full pay and allowances; $9,700 per an- 
num. 

On furlough; one-half pay, plus al- 
lowances; $5,700. 

Leave status; full pay and allowances 
for four months; after which one-half 
pay, plus allowances; $5,700. 

Commenting on the action of the 
President on Oct. 26, refusing his re- 
quest for an interview and his request 
that he retain his command as com- 
mandant of the Fourth Naval District, 
Rear Admiral Magruder is quoted as 
saying: “My letter to the President wes 
intercepted by the Secretary of the 
Navy. I have nothing more to say. I 
still hope to talk with the President.” 

Usual Procedure Followed. 

It is stated in departmental circles 
that the Admiral’s request was made 
“through channels” and the usual pro- 
cedure was followed. Beyond anncune- 
ing the President’s refusal to interfere 
in the case, following a long conference 
at the White House, Secretary Wilbur 
declined to further discuss the case. 

Orders detaching the Admiral were 
issued on Oct. 26. It was explained that 
the action was not-a disciplinary meas- 
ure. Officially and legally this is a fact, 
but it is pointed out in service circles 
that in effect it is a punishment and is 
construed as marking ”’a loss of confi- 
dence” in the Admiral’s qualifications 
for the important post he has been oc- 
cupying. 

Latimer His Successor. 

At the same time the announcement 
was made that Rear Admiral Julian L. 
Latimer, head of the Naval Examining 
Board, who had been slated for the 
relief of Rear Admiral C. P. Plunkett, 
in the Third Naval District, would re- 
lieve Rear Admiral Magruder at Phila- 
delphia. 

Possibilities of a Congressional inves- 
tigation of the Magruder charges are 
considered remote in official circles, in 
spite of the fact that Rep. McClintic, 
Senator Kellar and_ others’ have 
expressed their intention of seeking one. 
It is felt that the failure of the Admiral 
to submit any concrete suggestions for 
improvements, his inability or unwill- 
ingness to submit facts in substantiation 
of certain of his statements character- 
ized as misleading and inaccurate by the 
Department have taken the punch out 
of his genercl, sweeping charges of 
overorganization and extravagance.

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Auetve-Cerman Union, With Eurepean Complications, Disturbs Editors 





AMERICAN editors have been commenting with considerable gravity upon the 

recent upheaval in Vienna, They are agreed that unless the tariff bars against 
Austria, raised by the surrounding states should be lowered, that country will be 
deprived of the ability to live, and Bolshevism will triumph, unless union with Ger- 
many or association in a Danube Confederation should be permitted by the Great 
Powers. A temporary way to save the situation would be for the League of Nations 
to arrange for a second loan—the proceeds of the first loan largely subscribed for in 
the United States has been exhausted—but, obviously the same situation as now 
exists would develop once the new money was exhausted. 


prroM the American point of view, as the editors point out, the state of affairs is 

interesting because it contains the germ of future European war and conse- 
quent disturbance of our commerce if nothing graver for us. It is recalled that the 
riots on July 15 which caused 100 dead in the streets of Vienna, began as an open 
air protest against, to quote a correspondent of the New York Times (Democratic), 
what the proletariat considered an unjust verdict of acquittal of three reactionary 
war veterans charged with causing two deaths by firing deliberately into a Socialist 
parade. Then a demonstration meant to be harmless was transformed into a mur- 
derous battle and subsequently into labor’s most redoubtable legal battle, a general 
strike. In the very nature of things, this correspondent holds such an occurrence 
may be repeated almost any day. 


NOTHER correspondent of the New York Times finds the root of the Austrian 

situation, including the Anschluss movement (Austro-German union), to be eco- 
nomic. Germany is growing more prosperous, Austria, denied association with a 
Danube Federation, or with Germany, constantly poorer. The German union, it is 
generally realized, cannot now be brought about by force, but through a series of 
economic measures an approachment is being effected which may compel the League 
of Nations to reognize a de facto condition. The speed with which this movement, im- 
perceptible on the surface, is being brought about, is evident from the alarm the 
French are showing. It is causing concern also in Italy, which cannot afford to 
have a powerful rival in a Central German state such as the union would produce; 
in Czechoslovakia, with a German minority numbering 3,000,000,'and in Poland, 
Hungary and Rumania, jammed between a possible Greater Germany and Russia. 


'PHE Chicago Tribune (Republican) regards the Vienna revolt “as a warning and 

should b ing about a prompt reconsideration of the restrictions imposed by the 
Paris treaties in the alleged interest of peace. Austria has been persecuted. What- 
ever the sins of her former rulers, they have been expiated, and it is the concern 
of European statesmanship that the Austrian people be not only permitted but as- 
sisted to defend their civilization and to regain the place to which their high qual- 
ities entitle them. They are probably destined to become a part of the new German 
commonwealth, but in the meantime they should at least be permitted to maintain 
order and protect themselves from the disaster of communism.” 











THE Washington Star (Independent), while gratified at the suppression of the 

disorder, points out that a successful radical movement in Austria would haye 
grave consequences, not alone in Austria, but in othér Middle European countries, 
It says further: 

“The disposition to blame radical disorders in Central Europe upon Moscow is 
not unreasonable in view of the coincidence of the aims of the Vienna communists 
and of the Russian extremists. The sorry condition of Austria constitutes an invita« 
tion to the Moscow Reds to make an effort there to overturn the existing organiza. 
tion in favor of a Soviet form of Government.” 


THE Philadelphia Public Ledger (Republican Independent) suggests that it is al. 

most impossible to turn around in Central Europe without bumping a national 
border line, and that the Viennese could not, apparently, have a bit of rioting and 
bloodletting without stepping on the toes of some other nation. 

“Naturally, it was Italy,” continues the Ledger, “Austrian radicals are, of 
course, antagonistic to all that Mussolini is and does, By the same token, the Na- 
tionalists and extreme reactionaries who are called the Austrian Fascisti, rather 
fancy Mussolini’s ways and works and would like to put on a Fascist show of their 
own.” 


NHE San Diego Union (Independent) says some observers will predict that Vienna 
is bound to go through the same sort of a revolution that pushed Mussolini into 
dictatorship in Italy; that over-aggressive proletariat groups will threaten a com. 
munist revolution and that a “fascist” policy of blood and iron will be necessary to 
save the situation and restore order. 

“One thing may be taken as fairly certain,” concludes the Union. “Revolutions 
will not be idly watched from the outside by the Powers of Europe. The restoration 
of that once great city has been a proud achievement of the Allies operating chiefly 
through the League of Nations. Any tendency toward a dictatorship, either nation- 
alistic, monarchistic or fascist, or any contrary danger of a communistic tyrrany, 
will probably find that it has more than an internal opposition to overcome. Either 
a Hapsburg restoration or a radical terror such as broke out in the other capital of 
the old Empire, Budapest, would probably be put down by force. * * * If the Ring- 
strasse becomes a danger point, the world’s attitude will quickly change.” 


HE Newport (R. 1.) News (Independent), to jump across the country, finds it 
difficult to tell whether the uprising in Vienna will promote or obstruct the 
Austro-German union. 

“Austria, almost from the first,” says the News, “has clamored for attachment 
to Germany. * * * The peace treaty forbids their union. France is in no mood to 
yield consent. It is plainiy afraid of Germany now. Add to Germany the popula- 
tion of Austria, and France would feel in immediate danger. If Germany and Aus- 
tria decide to unite, what is France going to do about it? It will hardly attack the 
combination single handed. It is not likely that Italy would lift a hand to prevent it, 
England wishes to preserve its entente with France, but if Germany should annex 
Austria, would England aid France in launching war to prevent it? It is highly 


improbable.”

Guard Convention Ends 
‘HE National Guard Convention, 1927, 
which opened Oct. 26 at St. Paul, 


_Minn., with an address of welcome to the 


delegates from Governor Christian in 
which he paid high tribute to the Na- 
tional Guard and a speech by Secre- 
tary of War, Dwight F. Davis, who 
stated that the National Guardsmen and 
Reservists who are performing their 
civic duties under allegiance to the State 
and Nation are the perfect type of 
American citizens, concluded yesterday 
with an election of officers as this pa- 
per went to press. The names of the 
officers will appear in the next issue. 

After the invocation, Oct. 26, which 
was given by the Rev. Humphrey Moyni- 
han, the convention’s business got un- 
derway with the introduction, by the 
various committec’, of the resolutions 
prepared under their charge. 

One of the outstanding recommenda- 
tions before the convention for its con- 
sideration was that presented by a com- 
mittee of the National Guard Associa- 
tion which called for placing the Na- 
tional Guard under Federal as well as 
State control. This committee was ap- 
pointed a year ago under direction from 
the Secretary of War after recommenda- 
tions from the Association had urged 
that he initiate legislation to amend the 
National Defense Act to give the Na- 
tional Guard a Federal status. 

Announcement of the Committee’s 
recommendations came from Lt. Col. C. 
W. Harris, Ariz. N. G., who said that 
the Committee suggests a dual organi- 
zation comprised of the National Guard 
of the United States and the Guard of 
the various States members of one per- 
force being members of the other. The 
National Guard should be a direct com- 
ponent of the Regular Army, it is held 
by the Committee, and under the pro- 
posed plan would become such. At pres- 
ent, it is necessary for National Guard 
officers to become commissioned in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps before they may 
enioy a Federal status. This should 
not be necessary according to the views 
of members ot the Guard: 

Thursday, October 27, a report on 
Guard activities was made by Major 
General C. C. Hammond, Chief of the 
Militia Bureau. 

Friday, October 28, the Convention 
took up the unfinished busiress left upon 
its schedule and also the nomination and 
election of officers of the National Guard 
Association of the United States for the 
ensuing year. 





Pack Saddles for P. I. Ponies 

For some time experimentation has 
been progressing in the Philippine Is- 
lands tending toward the 
pack transportation for Infantry loads. 
This experimentation, first tried with 
the Army mule and later with the native 
pony, was carried on principally with 
extemporized equipment devised’ by 
members of Infantry Regiments after 
a complete study of transportation 
means and methods in the Philippines 
and of French methods in Indo-China. 
The results obtained by this experimenta- 
tion has convinced the authorities in the 
Philippines that pack transportation for 
that locality is more dependable than 
wheel transpoitation for Infantry loads 
such as communication equipment and 
the Infantry weapons normally trans- 
ported by carts. 

The Phillips Pack Saddle, adopted as 
the standard pack saddle, by the War 
Department on account of its superior 
performance is now to be further de- 
veloped for use on the Philippine ponies 
and the so-called Spanish mules. In- 
structions have been issued that a light 
type with the necessary equipment for 
carrying machine-guns be developed and 
sent to the Philippine Islands for test 
as a preliminary to the later develop- 
ment of similar equipment for other 
kindred Infantry loads, such as the other 
Infantry weapons and communication 
equipment.

West Point Report Made 

ROVISION for holding the artillery 

practice of the Cadet Corps else- 
where than at West Point and additional 
housing facilities be provided for officer 
instructors at the Military Academy are 
urged by Lieut. Col. C. B. Hodges, acting 
superintendent, in his annual report to 
the War Department, according to press 
dispatches. Referring to the interference 








with cadet activities by the growing en- 
croachment of motor traffic through the 
reservation, Col. Hodges says: 

Traflic conditions have become quite in- 
tolerable. Motor vehicles have increased to 
such an extent that the proper conduct of 
ceremonies, drills and organized athletic 
exercises and other essential forms of train- 
ing for which the use of the drill and pa- 
grounds is necessary is materially 
hampered. The agitation with regard to 
the closing of the Storm King Highway to 
permit of artillery practice increases with 
the growth of traffic. A study is now being 
made with reference to the holding of artil- 
lery fire elsewhere.” 

With regard to the inadequacy of 
housing facilitics for officer instructors, 
Col. Hodges points out that out of an 
authorized officer strength of 201 at 
least 52 are compelled to live outside 
the reservation, in private quarters, 
either in Highland Falls, Cornwall or 
Newburg, a situation he described “as 
very unsatisfactory.” During the com- 
ing vear, says he, the number of officers 
detailed to the post will be increased 
by 10, while no additional accommoda- 
tion is authorized. In addition, new 
quarters for noncommissioned officers 
and new barracks for enlisted men, he 
says, “are urgently needed.” 

Other points noted in the report are 
the increased efficiency of the cadets, 
the completion of the meteorological 
station, and the construction of a new 
post radio station.

maintaining machinery of the type neco 
essary to manufacture, but will assist 
the Army in building up the reserve 
necessary to fill the inevitable gap be- 
tween the time the Army and its come 
ponents are recruited up to full strength 
for the field and the time that the in- 
dustrial mobilization of the country 
reaches such a stage that it can supply 
the munition needs in the quantities re- 
quired for an Army of 1,000,000 men 
in action. 

The Army is not crying for a large 
appropriation for munitions, it is held 
but rather for some orderly system of 
procurement which will ensure an ade- 
quate reserve on hand for national emer- 
gency. 

Plenty of munitions are on hand, and 
have been,*for the Army to carry out its 
training and target practice from year to 
vear—but waste is occurring, according 
to the Ordnance experts simply because, 
at peace-time strength, the Army is un- 
able to use up the muaitions on hand be- 
fore deterioration sets in.

Rayon, or artificial silk, which has 
grown to such enormous proportions 
within the last few years, has invaded 
the ranks of the Army. Experiments 
are being conducted to determine the 
serviceability of rayon hat cords to take 
the place of the present type made of a 
mixture of cotton and mohair. 

It has been found from reports from va- 
rious garrisons, posts, camps and stations 
that a number of men are purchasing what 
they thought to be silk hat cords from post 
exchanges, but which were in reality made 
of rayon, These hat cords were worn in 
lieu .f the present issue hat cords, as they 
are claimed to present a much dressier 
appearance. 

aboratory tests and experiments con- 
ducted by the Office of The Quartermaster 
General indicate’ that the rayon hat cord, 
in addition to having a much better appear- 
ance, when dyed with fast dye, retains its 
luster and color for a much greater length 
of time than the present type of issue hat 
cord and it costs less.

cords for practical test is being made to 
the Infantry Board, Ft. Benning, Ga.; the 
Cavalry Board, Ft.

This is the first use of rayon in the 
Army. Whether or not this hat cord will 
be recommended for general use throughout 
the Army in place of the present type will 
probably depend largely upon the recom- 
mendations of those boards upon the con- 
clusion of these practical field tests. 


Canister is the most recent implement 
of war to have completed the cycle of 
prominence, obsolescence and resurrec- 
tion. In the early days of gunpowder, 
scrap iron was thrown into the muzzle 
of a field piece, and rammed home. This 
was effective at short ranges and was 
the first example of the use of canister. 
Canister, further developed, sufficed for 
close-in fighting when the ranges of all 
weapons were short and the battle lines 
were drawn closely together. As the 
ranges increased and the fighting took 
place at greater distances, it became 
necessary to develop a delayed fuse so 
that the burst would not occur until a 
point near the target. Thus shrapnel re- 
placed canister in warfare. 

The 37 m-m Gun Tank, until the present 
time, has had no weapon suitable for fight- 
ing personn¢l. This Tank is primarily -in- 
tended for attack on machine-gun nests, 
other tanks, and like material objects. In- 
cidents of the World War indicated that 
there were times when personnel offered a 
more important target. 

After study of this subject it was decided 
again to try out canister for use in situa- 
tions where it was desirable to fight per- 
sonnel. Early tests failed to develop a 
eanister which was sufficiently certain to 
warrant its adoption. Recent tests by the 
Tank Board, Camp Meade, Md., of a new 
canister developed by the Ordnance De- 
partment indicates that it can be used ef- 
fectively against personnel at ranges of 
25 to 100 yards, and consideration is being 
given to inclusion of this improved canister 
in the tables of basic allowance for 37 m-m 
Gun Tanks. 





After an experience of 150 years in 
supplying shoes for the Army, including 
fitting over 4,000,000 soldiers with an 
average of half a dozen pairs each dur- 
ing the World War, the experts of the 
Quartermaster Corps of the Army have 
come to the conclusion that shoes pat- 
terned on the Army last are not satis- 
factory for the Filipino foot. Accord- 
ingly the War Department has directed 
that a special type of shoe, to be made 
in the Philippines on special lasts, shall 
be provided for the Philippine Scouts in 
the future. 

It has been estimated that it will take 
about 16,000 pairs of shoes per year to 
supply the Philippine Scouts. These 
shoes, made on special lasts, can be pro- 
cured at about the same cost as those 
now purchased for them. 


A recent issue of the Columbus, Ga., 
Enquirer-Sun editorially comments on 
Fort Benning’s Housing needs and after 
describing the various quarters, such as 
portable houses for noncommissioned 
personnel and their families and other 
inadequate facilities remarks: 

“The housing of the Infantry School 
proper is no better. Classes are con- 
ducted in the same type of shoddy 
wooden buildings as house the troops. 
They require constant repair and within 
a year or two will be absolutely unin- 
habitable.”

LINDBERGH NOT BELIEVED TO FAVOR FURTHER AWARDS. 
] EPORTS to the effect that there will be a concerted effort in Congress to pre- 
sent Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, A. C. Res., with a Congressional Medal of 
honor, a commission in the U. S. Army Air Corps, and a place upon the retired list, 
are probably correct. There is a feeling, however, that this proposed action will not 
meet with the approval of the famous flyer. 

While Colonel Lindbergh has not as yet commented upon these reports, it is 
very generally believed that he will nol regard the movement as “in the best interests 
of aviation.” 

Having been awarded the first Distinguished Flying Cross, it is held by many, 
will be the mai reason for Colonel Lindbergh’s reluctance to accept further honors. 
It is known that both he and a large majority of his brother flyers are of the opinion 
that the D. F. C. should be kept as the highest possible attainment for aviators in 
time of peace, and that the Congressional Medal should only be awarded for acts 
performed against a hostile force in war. 

With this point of view held by so large a group it is the opinion of many of 
those in touch with Congressional affairs that the proposed effort will be nipped in 
the bud and that Colonel Lindbergh will be spared further embarrassment by too 
much gocd will upon the part of his friends. 





GENERAL REED FOSTERS CORDIAL U. S.-PORTO RICO RELATIONS.

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Marine Corps Notes 

N ACCORDANCE with the usual prac. 
tice, a board of officers will be con- 
vened at Headquarters Marine Corps 
shortly after January 1st next, to make 
recommendations of noncommissioned of- 
fieers to fill vacancies, which may then 
exist, or which may subsequently occur, 
in the grades of marine gunner, quarter- 
master clerk and pay clerk in the Ma- 

rine Corps. 

To provide this board with the necessary 
data to enable it to make intelligent recom- 
mendations, it is desired to obtain recom- 
mendations from the officers throughout the 
service in the cases of noncommissioned 
officers who. they believe possess the quali- 
fications requisite for the performance of 
duty in the grade recommended. Al! recom- 
mendations now on file and those received 


before the meeting of the board will be 
considered. 
in recommending candidates for appoint- 


ments as marine gunner, officers should 
bear in mind the general policy and instruc- 
tions outlined in Article 2-22, Marine Corps 
Manual, 1926.

The politie candidate declares himself for those princples whieh the 
mass of the people favor.—THE POLITICAL SAGE. 


HILE MEMBERS OF CONGRESS are making public utterance of their pur- 
pose to provide a substantial increase of the Navy during the coming session, 
prominent Englishmen are writing articles and delivering speeches in favor of 
disarmament. Announcing his candidacy for the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion, Senator Willis, of Ohio, included the following in his claims for preference: 
“When other nations undertake to tell us how many ships we can build, 
how long they can be, and whether they can carry any guns, it is time for 
the United States, in the interest of peace, to strengthen the weak places in 
our Navy and make out of it a well-balanced fighting foree. We-shall enter into 
no competitive race with any people, but we shall do the things necessary to 
protect American interests. In connection with this program of strength- 
ening our Navy, there must come a wider program for aviation. We have the 
greatest flyers in the world, but we have been somewhat negligent in promot- 
ing an aviation program. This must and will be done in the next session of 
Congress.” ‘ 


THe FACT THAT a presidential candidate deems it necessary to include in his 
appeal for consideration his devotion to a strong Navy and a strong air force 
is evidence of the popular concern relative to these matters. That the British au- 
thorities are aware of this nation-wide sentiment is shown by the activities of Vis- 
count Cecil, of Chelwood, whose dissatisfaction with the outcome at Geneva became 
known during the Tripartite Naval Conference; of Henry’ Wickham Stead, owner and 
editor of the London Review of Reviews, who, immediately upon arrival in New 
York, pleaded for the United States to remain a “peace-loving” people and declared 
that Great Britain would not “tolerate” naval rivalry with us; and of the articles 
which are appearing in the British press and are being reprinted in American 
newspapers. An American observer like Frank H. Simonds and a Swiss, like Dr. 
William Martin, foreign editor of the Journal de Geneve, place the responsibility 
for the failure of the Tripartite Conference upon the shoulders of Great Britain. 
Simonds describes the Briton as saying his country will have the fleet it needs and 
as looking out for its interests first. Dr. Martin argues that the British policy in 
connection with disarmament causes fresh apprehension in Continental Europe. 
LL WE HAVE to say after careful perusal of everything we can Jay our hands 
on is that the United States would do well to go ahead and, of course, with due 
regard to the Washington Treaty, which we to our hurt must regard, build up to 
the 5-5-3 ratio, whether in battleships, cruisers or submarines. And when the 
Treaties expire, let us embark upon a program which will assure us a position 
upon the seas than cannot be successfully attacked by any nation. Under the cap- 
tion “Pershing Ring the Bell Once Again,” the Hearst press quotes with em- 
phatic approval the following statement made by the General: 
“National defense is the only sure means of preserving honorable peace. 
If our rights and our wealth are not worth protecting, they are not worth hav- 
ing. Riches are no bar to invaders. They only tempt the invader.” 
It is because of this self-evident truth that General Pershing advocates a 
Navy “second to none.” 


HE AMERICAN PEACE SOCIETY is up in arms because of the effort to induce 
the United States to disarm in advance of other nations. In a circular letter 
signed by Felix M. McWhirter, director of the Society, and a prominent Indianian, 
ihe questions are asked whether the American citizen desires the Navy and War 
Departments abolished or the power to declare war taken away from the Congress 
and the President. Attention is called to the resolution introduced in the Senate to 
attain these objectives, to the public hearings held on it at the expense of the tax- 
ayer, and to the use of the senatorial frank in the distribution of these hearings. 
The further question is asked: 

“What is the motivating factor behind the movement to have the United States 
lay down her armaments as an example to the rest of the world? Who is promot- 
ing the campaign to have innocent, thoughtless men and women sign pledges that 
they will not bear arms even in defense of our country.” 

The American Peace Society will render a great public service if it will dis- 
elose the sinister forces responsible for the movement it and every other self-re- 
specting citizen condemns. More power to its purpose. 


OLONEL CHARLES A. LINDBERGH will be the last, we believe, to give coun- 
tenance to the movement started in St. Louis to place him on the retired list 

of the Army with the retired pay of his reserve rank. From the moment he began 
preparations for his historic flight until the present time, through the maze of daz- 
zling honors which have been thrust upon him, he has conducted himself with sin- 
gular modesty and poise, which. have aroused universai admiration. He has rejected 
many proposals which would have netted him huge sums of money, and has de- 
voted himself to the promotion of the cause nearest his heart—aviation. If he 
should think about the matter at all, he would realize that the retired list of the 
Army is not a place of reward. It is the sanctuary built by the officers and men 
of the Services themselves rather than by the Government. Active pay is small; 
there are various obligations, social and otherwise, which compel the expenditure 
of money outside and beyond strictly professional duty. Because of the small pay, 
the Government has set aside certain sums which are available for retirement pur- 
poses. It may be truly said, therefore, that the retired pay is the savings of the 


officers and men themselves, the insurance against age and disability the premiums 
on which they have met through agreement to accept the low wage the Govern-- 
ment provides. 

It is our belief that Colonel Lindbergh will refuse to permit his admirers to 
place him on the retired list of the Army.

error on matters of fact and that the sub- 
ject dealth with by you requires further 
consideration and explanation.

1907 and 1927 Reviews. 

The fleet that boomed its salute to Presi- 
dent Coolidge off Cape Henry was com- 
posed of 12 battleships, 4 cruisers, 50 de- 
stroyers and 18 auxiliaries and tugs. 

4. You fail to mention that in addition 
to the combatant vessels you named there 
were present 15 submarines, and, in ad- 
dition to the aircraft attached to the com- 
batant ships listed by you, % 
With the realization that an offi 
rank and experience must have had of the 
importance of these adjuncts of the Fleet, 
the Department desires an explanation of 
why you made no mention of these forces 
in your statement to the public when you 
purported to give the composition of the 
Fleet reviewed by President Coolidge. 

In one important respect—battleships, 
the backbone of a combatant force afloat 
—it was inferior to the 1907 force. 

5. The impression here created in the 
lay mind, the public addressed, is not that 
the inferiority was in numbers alone but 
in the relative value of the two forces to 
the county in time of war. It seems to the 
Jeopartment that you neglected to consider 
that the relative value of two forces can 
be determined only when the factors of 
tonnage, armor and armament, effective 
range, speed radius of action, and person- 
nel are evaluated. If these “factors had 
been given any consideration by you, or 
had even one of them, as for instance, ef- 
fective range, it should have appeared to 
an officer of your service that the 1907 
fleet and not in the 1927 foree was the 
inferior in the ratio of 0 to 100, 

6 VDilease submit to the Department the 
complete data on which was based your 
statement that the contrary was the case 
and inform the Department of what is, in 
your opinion, the relative fighting strength 
of the capital ships of the two forees men- 
tioned, considering not alone numbers but 
the factors referred to. 

Cost of Upkeep. 

Rut in cost—taxpayers’ dollars appropri- 
ated for upkeep—the difference was very 
marked. In 1908 the appropriation for the 
Navy excluding the money for new con- 
struction, was close to $82,000,000. In 1927 
the appropriation, again excluding funds 
for new ships, was $300,000,000, an increase 
of $218,000,000, 

7.” While the figures you state are sub- 
stantially the correct amounts of the ap- 
propriations for the entire naval establish- 
ment, when quoted in the same breath 
with which you make a comparison be- 
between the two flects, and the public is 
lead to believe that there is some direct 
relation between these appropriations and 
the cost of upkeep of the vessels present 
on these two occasions. Such an impres- 
sion is entirely unwarranted, and the De- 
partment would like to have your detailed 
comment in the matter.

Secretary of Navy [eues Statement 





The following is the statement by Sec- 
retary Wilbur: 

“The order to Admiral Magruder is not 
punitive; it is administrative. It is not 
customary or desirable to state the rea- 
sons for the administrative assignment of 
officers, involving as it does an intimate 
knowledge and familarity with the offi- 
cer personnel. Officers are expected to 
accept assignments of duty without hesita- 
tion or complaint, and are entitled to be 
protected from a public discussion of the 
reasons for such duty. The assignment 
er reassignment of officers is ordinarily 
more or less a matter of routine, but nev- 
ertheless a matter of most serious consid- 
eration and frequent consultations. It is 
proper to say that the reassignment of 
Admiral Magruder has resulted from his 
recent utterances and from the official cor- 
respondence relating thereto, but*no pun- 
itive action has been taken, nor will any 
be taken, on the article published in the 
Saturday Evening Vost. As to other and 
subsequent utteranecs I make no statement 
at this time, as I am now more interested 
in ascertainin’; whether or not the Navy 
can benefit by Admiral Masruder’s knowl- 
edge or experience in regard to naval or- 
ganization and naval economy. 

“I will say, however, that I do not feel 
that the Secretary of the Navy should 


-ident, 


be compelled or expected to get informa- 
tien from naval officers concerning plans 
for the Navy organization by obtainnig 
newspapers or magazines in which such 
information is published. Such officers 
are paid by the Government to render this 
service to the people and such information 
should be presented to regularly constituted 
authority by appropriate channels. Plans 
published in newspapers or magazincs 
quickly find their way into the files of for- 
eign naval attaches and foreign govern- 
ments, and ought not to reach them before 
being presented to or considered by our 
own Government and by those paid to 
consider such matters. 

“The Secretary of the Navy is a civil 
officer of the Government, only temporarily 
a part of the Naval organization. 1 am 
frank to say that after three years of effort 
to effect economy in the Navy, I see no 
reason to believe that the Admirals in the 
Navy and those under them have not 
made an honest and conscientious effort 
to heed the incessant demand of the Pres- 
of the Budget Bureau, and of the 
Secretary of the Navy, for economy. If 
they have not not done so, I want to know 
al about it. 

“I have not yet determined what orders 
will be given Admiral Magruder, and am 
awaiting my conference with him.”

Saratoga’s Typewriters. 

Ilere is one example: The air eraft car- 
rier Saratoga is nearing completion. In 
the allowance list for this ship occurs the 
item “sixty-two (62) typewriters.” It may 
readily be presumed that these machines 
will need yeomen to man them and that 
those men will be kept reasonably busy. 
Also, that this battery of typewriters and 
typists is needed to meet the requirements 
ot red tape. Think of the output and the 
overhead. 

13. Reference to the class 54 of the 
Saratogas allowance list (copy at the navy 
yard, Vhiladelphia), under which type- 
writers are listed, will show that the total 
number of typewriters is 44, and not 62. 

14. Not only was an error of figures 
on this subject introducted in print, but 
an erroneous impression given the public 
that “these machines will need yeomen 
to man them,” in disregard of a fact within 
your knowledge that a number of the ma- 
chines are in the hands of radio personnel. 

15. An explanation is desired from you 
in the light of the foregoing. 

Naval Medical School. 

There is no need for further exemplifica- 
tion:-yet one other may provoke a smile. 
On April 1, last, there were 24 officers at- 
tached to the I Naval Medical School, as fac- 
ulty and for administration, yet there were 
only 16 officers under instruction.

Cost of Productive Work. 

Frem the foregoing it may be seen that 
for every dollar expended for repairs, it re- 
quires that nearly $4 be expended to main- 
iain a navy yard to make the repairs. 

19. The department should not have to 
invite the attention of a commandant of 
a navy yard to the fact that among the 
items of productive work at navy yartls, 
aside from repairs to vessels, are changes 
and additions to vessels, new construction 
of vessels, work for other departments of 
the Government, improvements to yards, 
test’ experiments, repairs to equipage in 
store, operation and repairs to aircraft and 
manufacture of material. Only by the in- 
clusion of these items may a just compari- 
son be drawn between the most of opera- 


tion and maintenance of yards with the 
value of productive work.

Richmond Repairs. 

A concrete example may clarify the fore- 
going statement. In 1924 a light cruiser 
Was convoying the Army world flyers from 
Scotland to Boston. The day before reach- 
copper injection pipe was 
found to be badly corroded. If this pipe 
carried away it would mean flooding an 
engine room. The ship arrived at the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard and the commandant there 
made an estimate of repairs to cost about 
$6,000 and to take eight days. This was 
reported to Washington and authority re- 
quested to have the repairs made. The re- 
ply was an order for the ship to proceed 
to the Navy Yard, New York—the ship's 
heme port—to have another examination 
and estimate made. 

This was done. The time and cost esti- 
mated was much greater than at Boston. 
At the same time it was stated that it 
would be dangerous for the ship to go to 
sea until repairs were made. I went to 
Washington and attempted to have the ship 
repaired. Some officials approved, but one 
bureau, having cognizance of the appropri- 
ation—said, “No, not until November.” The 
result was the ship was tied up at the Navy 
Yard for two and a half months. The ves- 
sels failed to take part in proposed drills 
and target practices and thereby the eflfi- 
ciency was lowered. 

21. The following on this subject is 
taken from the correspondence in the files 
of the Navy Department. 

“Navy Department file 28821—251 Au- 
gust 30, 1924. A letter was received from 
Cc. O. Richmond with a first endorsement 
by the commander light cruiser division, 
scouting fleet, containing the following in- 
formation: 

“Serious corrosion in injection piping all 
condensers. Corrosion progressing. Weak- 
ened condition constitutes serious dan- 
ger due to chance or collapse while ship 
is uaderway which might flood engine 
room compartment before the main injec- 
tion valve could be closed. Recommended 
corroded sections be renewed earliest pos- 
sible date.” The Richmond being then at 
Reykjavik, Iceland, on August 8 when 
the letter was written. 

Commander light cruiser division for- 
warded above letter approved noting that 
the job order had already been issued for 
this. work at Navy Yard, New York, and 
recommending that the Richmond's next 
vverhaul start September 15 in advance 
of that at present assigned. This letter 
and endorsement was forwarded to the Bu- 
reau of Engineering, quoting a despatch 
sent by operations to commander light 
cruiser divisions, which despatch is given 
below:

Part 
ef the lane was marsh and the water to it 
was sftoul. Nevertheless, a naval beare 
reeommend. G acceptance, proposed lo 
spend $40,000,000, and the preject wes seri- 
eusly discussed by the naval committee in 
Congress. Fortunately. it failed. That 
great sum of money can be used advan- 
tageously in the Hawaiian Islands, located 
strategically much better than Alameda. 
It projects a base for the ficet 2,160 miles 
farther to the westward. 

24. No mention is made of the: fact that 
the site offered free to the Government 
was valued at approximately $37,000,000, 
and while your article states that it was 
proposed to spend $40,000,000 on that proj- 
ect, the hearings on the bill dealing with 
the Alemeda Base project disclose on page 
1601 that the Navy Department requested 
a total appropriation of $19,640,400 spread 
ever six years, to develop the proposed gift. 

25. You state as your view that the de- 
feat of the project was a fortunate one. 
The Department desires a full statement 
ef any study you have made of the lo- 
gistic requirements of a campaign in the 
Pacific and your conclusions drawn there- 
from. 

Cramps Ship Yard. 

In this connection it may be well to 
point out.that very recently one of the mest 
successful ship-building corporations in 
the United States—and by successful, I 
mean in the efficiency of the war-ships 
built for the Navy—was forced to go out of 
business for lack of profitable contracts. At 
ubout the same time orders were issued to 
build two light cruisers at NavyYards on 
the Pacific Coast. It may be admitted that 
throwing the building of new ships into 
Navy Yards reduced the overhead of those 
Yards. But a great value to the Navy 
and to the country obtains in the existence 
of private shipyards available for use in 
war. 

26. The above quoted extract evidently 
refers to the William Cramp & Sons Ship 
Engine Building Co., of Philadelphi: Va. 

27. The impression created by this is 
that this company was forced out of busi- 
ness by lack of contracts for cruisers re- 
cently authorized to be built. The Depart- 
ment's ofiicial records, which were avail- 
able if you had desired to have them, dis- 
tinctly disprove any such conditions. 

28. The Department desires a full state- 
ment of the information from which you 
draw this conelusion.

A reexaminat.on of the 
data discloses that errors were made also 
in number of light cruisers and destroyers. 
The article gave the number of light cruis- 
ers present as 4 and destroyers as 50. The 
figures should have been 3 and 43. This 
fact indicates an intention of not mimimiz- 
ing the force at the review. 

2. The statement concerning battleships 
referred to numbers. The impressions 1 
intended to convey to the lay mind can 
be surmised only by considering as a whole 
the articles published in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. There is no comparison of 
fighting strengths of the two fleets. There 
can be a comparison of operation and main- 
tenance based on numbers. 

Cost of Upkeep. 

3. If the public believes that there is a 
relation betwen the appropriations for the 
Navy of 1907 and those of 1927 and the 
cost of the upkeep of the fleets of those 
years, I am of the opinion the public is 
justifiied in that belief. 

Personnel. 

4. An examination of the two tables dis- 
closes that the figures in the tables are ap- 
proximately the same except in two in- 
stances: (1) the table in the article gives 
number of men in 1916 as 78,000; the de- 
partment’s table gives 53,217; and (2) offi- 
cers on duty in Washington, article table, 
519; department's table, 561. The number 
of men were taken from page 944, Navy 
Year Book, 1921. An unintentional and 
unpremeditated error was made in taking 
the men authorized by Act of August 29, 
1916, instead of the Act of March 3, 1915, 
next line above. 

5. As to the number of officers on 
duty in Washington, these were counted

(COMMENTING on action taken by the 

4 Department, Rep. J. V. McClintic, 
of. Oklahoma, one of the Demecratic 
members of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, and an ardent aviation en- 
thusiast, declaring his intention of try- 
ing to get a “vote of thanks” from the 
Committee for the Admiral, is puoter 
as follows:

from Navy registers and directories. No 
attempt was made to deceive the public 
or to create an erroneous impression. 

6. Referring to the repert of the Ma- 
gruder board, and that I did not dissent 
therefrom, I was often in consultation with 
the chief of naval operations and the chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation. They knew 
my views. From the Department's table 
in paragraph 11, the complements recom- 
mended by the board totul 443, and there 
were attached on September 28, 1927 (ex- 
cluding those under the instruction and 
overlapping reliefs, the number of 517.)

8. The number of 62 was given-to me 
orally.

9. The omission of “and radio person- 
nel” after veomen does not give an im- 
pression differing from my _ intention I 
could have used the word “men” instead of 
“veomen.” 

Naval Medical School. 

10. I was justifiied in the statement hy 
the Navy directory published by the Bu- 
vreau of Navigation. I know nothing of 
the detailed duties of the officers listed 
under heading “Medical School.” Had I 
wished to exaggerate or create an errone- 
ous opinion, I could have quoted from the 
directory, where is listed only one officer 
under instruction. 

Cost of Productive Work. 

11. The figures used were taken from 
the repert of the Secretary of the Navy, 
1926. The navy yards exist for the main- 
tenance of the fleet. Therefore 1 omitted 
the costs of modernization and alterations 
as coming under the heads of new con- 
struction, which, as stated in the article, 
was not considered. In his annual report 
for 1925, the engineer-in-chief, U. S. Navy, 
stated: “It costs approximately 2.75 to in- 
stall. $1.00 worth of material, or a total of 
$3.75 for labor and miiterial using Navy 
Yard labor.” 

12. The impression I intended to con- 
vey was that the overhead was unduly 
large. Maintaining more Navy Yards in 
active operation that is required by the 
necessities of the fleet increases overhead 
eharges. Also, giving employes 30 day's 
leave annually with pay makes for over- 
head. 

Richmond Repairs. 

13. The impression I attempted to give 
in the article succinetly was as follows: 

That the Richmond needed an urgent 
repair; that the work could have been 
but was not promptly done, and that in 
consequence the Richmond was at a Navy 
Yard longer than necessary and efficiency 
thereby lowered. : 

14. I considered the facts of official 
record that were within my knowledge. 
I was informed in Washington that the 
3ureau of Engincering would not allot 
money for urgent repairs until November 
overhaul, as otherwise the work load at 
the yard would be disturbed. 

15. From the foregoing, and aside as 
a matter of fact, the work was authorized 
on 8th September, and after was can- 
celled on 18th September. 

I am of the opinion that the article did 
not convey a wholly false impression. 

Alameda Base. 

16. In the summer of 1911 or 1915-1916, 
I made an extended study of the logistics 
of campaign in the Pacific. I became con- 
vinced then, and I am still of the opinion, 
that a campaign in the Pacific requires a 
great—the greatest practieable—base in 
the Hawaiian Islands. 

Cramp’s Shipyard. 
17. The information-cenecerning Cramp’s 





Shipyard was obtained from the press and 
fr6ém conversations with oflicials of the 
Cramp Co. The Cramp Co. built the “Ma- 
lolo” and took a contract for hull and two 
sets of machinery for a 10,000-ton cruiser 
at prices below a reasonable estimate.

(9.) Draft of new bill authorizing the 
reimbursement of officers and enlisted 
men for losses sustained in Texas hurri- 
cane. This matter has been before Con- 
gress for the past 12 years and is of 
great interest to all those concerned, in- 
cluding members of Congress who have 
from time to time endeavored to pass in- 
dividual legislation on various men in- 
volved. 

Pay Stoppage Bill. 

(10.) Draft of new bill, brought about 
by the court decisions in the Pence case, 
authorizing pay stoppage against Army 
personnel, in the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of War, to cover indebtedness 
charges against officers and enlisted 
men. This bill will be of the utmost im- 
portance to the Army as a whole and in- 
cludes the exemption of one-third of 
their pay from possible stoppage orders 
to enlisted men. 

This latter clause is of great interest 
as there have been cases where enlisted 
men have been deprived of all pay for pe- 
riods as high as one year from pay 
stoppage orders. It has be-xn pointed out 
by the War Department that this is en- 
tirely unfair to the men involved and 
should be prevented by law.

N conformity with the readjustment 

of the schedule for classes at the 
U. S. Army Air Corps Flying Schools, 
students are now enroute to the Pri- 
mary Training Schools at Brooks Field, 
San Antonio, Tex., and March Field, 
Riverside, Cal.

New Infantry Detail Policy. 
UTLINING an entirely new policy in 
the assignment of officers of his 
Branch to the various service schools 
and to the Infantry School, Ft. Benning, 
Major General Robert H. Allen, U. S. A., 
Chief of Infantry, has formulated the 
procedure and requirements for officers 
attending such courses. 

One of the outstanding regulations 
contained in this document is that which 
prescribes that second lieutenants, who 
are married, may not be authorized te 
attend such schools where they will 
necessarily be forced to go into debt 
maintaining their family on the small 
pay allowed them. This means that offi- 
cers with rank as second lieutenants 
who are married will be barred from at- 
tending schools or courses where they 
would be required to exist upon a com- 
mutation status, as there is now no pro- 
vision under the law allowing them suf- 
ficient funds for this purpose. 

This action is viewed by many as a 
preliminary stcp in order to relieve the 
embarrassing situations which arise when 
married junior officers are required, by 
official duties, to live beyond their means 
and it is known that such action has 
been contemplated for some time by other 
branches of the service. 

In view of the evident necessity for 
restrictions of this character it is hoped 
that some definite action increasing the 
pay and allowances of junior officers will 
be taken during the coming session of 
the Congress, and it is thought likely 
that this will be the case. Practically 
all of the Army Promotion Study Boards 
included recommendations for an increase 
in pay of second lieutenants in their 
reports and it is known that such action 
is regarded favorably by an increasing 
number of Congressmen.
